Cos tos 3 publications, commonly called public docu- 
ments, range in size from pamphlets and booklets to series of 
ponderous tomes, and vary in content from articles with a 
popular appeal to technical treatises of value mostly to the 
trained scientist. Taken as a whole, they constitute a great 
library covering almost every field of human knowledge and 
endeavour. They are a reliable source of information and 
significant discussion for citizens. 

They provide them with a record of the activities of 
Parliament and Government and their contents report and 
describe the work of the numerous bodies which constitute the 
governmental machinery through which the legislative, judicial 
and executive functions are performed.

“In my 
opinion”, he said, discussing the money to be voted for official 
printing and publishing, ‘‘there is no Vote to which the Committee 
has given its sanction which is more advantageous for the public 
service than the present one, which produces a body of informa- 
tion that guides the legislature and influences to a great degree 
the ultimate prosperity of the country.”

1: Parliamentary Publications, including Statutes, Senate and House of 
Commons Publications as well as proceedings and reports of federal- 
provincial and royal commissions. Part II, arranged alphabetically by 
departments, lists all available publications of the executive and judicial 
branches of the Government of Canada. Parts III and IV consist of 
an alphabetical list of periodicals and a general index respectively. 
It is also intended to reprint from this Catalogue special subject and 
sectional lists as required and in accordance with public demand. 


Citizens in every walk of life will find valuable facts and enjoyable 
reading in reliable, well-written government publications. It is hoped 
that this Catalogue will enable all interested’ persons to locate needed 
information quickly and to secure the desired publications. The co- 
operation of the various departments of the government whose publica- 
tions appear in this Catalogue is gratefully acknowledged. 


When ordering publications, it should be particularly noted that 
only those accompanied by a price may be obtained from the Queen’s 
Printer. Single copies of publications unaccompanied by a price are 
obtainable from the department or agency issuing the publication. 


A separate catalogue of publications in the French language is 
now in preparation and will be available in the near future.

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General Information 


Under the authority of the Queen’s Printer, the Supervisor of 
Government Publications, Department of Public Printing and Sta- 
tionery, Ottawa, Ontario, has charge, by law, of the sale of all 
official publications of the Parliament and the Government of 
Canada which are issued for sale, as well as of the distribution of 
all public documents and papers to officials and other persons who 
are entitled to receive the same without payment. The general 
policy is to secure an effective circulation by selling at attractive 
prices and building up a reputation that government publications 
are worth buying. 

A discount of 25 per cent is allowed to book dealers and 
quantity purchasers on condition that the prices set by the Supervisor 
of Government Publications for the sale of the publications shall 
not be exceeded and that publications shall not be overprinted with 
any advertising matter. Prepayment of charges is required with 
each order. Remittance by postal money order, express order or 
accepted cheque made payable to the Receiver General of Canada, 
should be mailed to the Queen’s Printer, Ottawa. 


DEPOSIT AND STANDING ACCOUNTS 


To avoid waiting for quotations and sending individual remit- 
tances, those who expect to purchase Canadian Government publica- 
tions regularly may open a deposit account with the Supervisor of 
Government Publications. The minimum deposit is ten dollars 
($10.00). A deposit account number is assigned to the customer 
which he will quote when ordering publications. All orders are 
charged to the account and regular statements forwarded. Deposit 
order blanks are available to such customers on application. 

For the convenience of persons or institutions with special 
business, professional or academic interests, the Supervisor of 
Government Publications also maintains “standing accounts” to 
supply them with the publications they need as soon as they are 
issued. : 


DISTRIBUTION TO DEPOSITORY LIBRARIES 


The libraries provide the most economical and useful distribution 
possible for government publications. The Queen’s Printer is re- 
quired by law to furnish, free of charge, one copy of any government 
publication, not of a confidential nature, to designated classes of 
libraries in Canada, for preservation and educational purposes, so 
that all the public may have access to all government publications. 
The Supervisor of Government Publications has divided these 
designated classes (Grade I and Grade ID into “full depository” 
and “selective-depository” libraries and is issuing the Daily Check- 
list as a reliable guide for selection, pending the issuance of 
classified lists of Canadian Government Publications available for 
an adequate selection by depository libraries. 

Libraries are expected to accept, shelve and preserve, classify 
and catalogue, all government publications sent to them, and to 
assume full responsibility as designated depository libraries. Full- 
depository libraries are entitled to receive one copy of every publica- 
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tion of the Parliament or Government of Canada which is made 
available to the Supervisor of Government Publications for distri- 
bution. Selective-depository libraries are entitled to select any 
series of government publications they are able to adequately place 
at the disposal of the public. The Daily Checklist incorporates the 
functions of a Depository Invoice for full-depository libraries and 
of an Order Form for selective-depository libraries. In order to 
receive their selection, selective-depository libraries must make 
application within ten days after receiving the issues of the Daily 
Checklist in which the desired items appeared. 


FULL-DEPOSITORY LIBRARIES 


This is the list of all the libraries recognized by the Queen’s 
Printer as full depositories for federal publications. These libraries 
receive all publications, automatically and without charge, directly 
from the Supervisor of Government Publications, Department of 
Public Printing and Stationery or, by special arrangement with this 
Branch, from the issuing offices. 

Libraries marked with an asterisk (*) receive both English and 


French editions.

SELECTIVE-DEPOSITORY LIBRARIES 


These libraries receive, free of charge, upon application to the 
Supervisor of Government Publications, the publications of their 
choice, so far as the stocks of publications printed under the 
depository system may permit. The list of selective-depository 
libraries will be furnished on request. 


DAILY CHECKLIST 


The Daily Checklist, published mainly for administrative con- 
venience, is issued every day except Saturdays, Sundays and public 
holidays. It records all government publications so that they are 
readily accessible to the Public Service and the general public and 
quickly made known to libraries. Produced in loose-leaf form, the 
Daily Checklist is mailed to all who need to have day-to-day informa- 
tion on what is being published by Parliament and the Government 
of Canada, with the exception of the statutory orders and regula- 
tions which are listed in Canada Gazette, Part II, under title 
“Statutory Orders and Regulations”. The material which appears 
in the Daily Checklist is used to compile a monthly catalogue. The 
Daily Checklist is the only source of reference which gives such 
immediate information. All those who are authorized by law or 
regulation to receive free copies of government publications receive 
the Daily Checklist automatically and without charge. Others who 
desire such service may purchase an annual subscription to the 
Daily Checklist which may be received daily or in weekly batches 
as desired. 


MONTHLY CATALOGUE 


The Monthly Catalogue of government publications is a com- 
prehensive listing of all official publications, public documents and 
papers, not of a confidential nature, printed or “processed” at 
government expense by authority of Parliament or that of a 
Department, Commission, Board, Corporation, etc., of the Govern- 
ment, including publications bought at public expense for use of, 
or distribution to, Members of Parliament, public officials or the 
public. Each issue of the Monthly Catalogue contains all items 
listed in the Daily Checklist during the previous month and is ready 
for distribution during the second week of the following month. 


Prices and distribution policy are stated for each title listed 
for the guidance of prospective buyers, librarians and the interested 
public. Orders for extra copies of publications, by persons and 
institutions entitled to receive one free copy of any government 
publication, must be accompanied, as in the case of orders from 
other customers, by a money order or accepted cheque, made payable 
to the Receiver General of Canada. 


The Monthly Catalogue is in two parts listing publications in 
English and French, each part subdivided as follows: 
I—Parliamentary Publications, including Statutes. 
II—Departmental Publications, Agencies, Royal Commissions, etc. 
III—Alphabetical List of Periodicals.

Entries in the index appear under titles, subjects, authors, series, 
and cross references. All references in the index are to entry numbers, 
not to pages. 


ANNUAL CONSOLIDATED CATALOGUE, 1953 


The Canadian Government Publications Consolidated Annual Cata- 
logue, 1953, supersedes the Annual Catalogue of 1948 and supplements to 
1952 and incorporates all the entries from the Monthly Catalogue of 
Canadian Government Publications, January to September, 1953 inclusive. 


An attempt has been made to include all federal publications in 
print as of September, 1953. The Consolidated Catalogue records free 
as well as priced publications, whether distributed by the Queen’s Printer 
or by the various issuing agencies. An asterisk (*) accompanying an 
entry indicates that the publication is obtainable from the Queen’s 
Printer. Where a dagger (+) symbol is used application should be made 
directly to the department, board or commission issuing the publication. 


CLASSIFICATION 


A special scheme of classification by departmental authors was 
evolved for the collection of documents and papers issued by the Queen’s 
Printer. The schedules outlined in the following pages indicate the 
departmental shelf arrangement of the publications held in stock by 
the Queen’s Printer for sale or free distribution to libraries. Class 
marks appear for most publications in the Annual and Monthly Catalogues 
issued by this Department for the convenience of depository libraries 
and to facilitate the ordering and shipping of publications. 


For the purposes of this classification, the first letter of the significant 
word in the official designation of a department of government is used 
to designate that department. Thus, all the publications of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture appear in class “A” and the publications of the 
departments of National Defence and National Health and Welfare are 
classified as “D” and “H” respectively. A small case letter immediately 
following the class mark is used when the logical letter has already 
been used. Example: “F” Department of Finance and “Fs” for the 
Department of Fisheries. 


A combination of two capital letters refers to independent or semi- 
independent agencies. LU=Unempoyment Insurance SP=Secretary of 
State, Department of Public Printing and Stationery. When the name 
of a department is changed or an agency within a department is trans- 
ferred to another department, the old classification is retained for 
earlier issues and a new number is assigned. All numerals in this 
classification read as decimals to provide maximum flexibility and 
future expansion. Series symbols are also used to designate depart- 
mental annual reports, periodicals and series as a second term in the 


classification. Book numbers complete the call numbers for individual 
items.

Bound volumes are printed at the 
close of each session of Parliament, each including a table of contents 
and detailed index. 

Single copies of acts also appear in pamphlet form known as 
separate chapters and may be purchased from the Queen’s Printer, prior 
to, and after the publication of the bound edition. Office consolidations 
and special compilations of individual or groups of acts ordered printed 
by Parliament or an agency of the Government of Canada are usually 
offered to the public for sale as issued.

Functions.—The Department of Agriculture carries on research and 


investigations into agricultural production and processing, regulates 
grading, helps to improve marketing methods. It is made up 
of an administrative service and four main operating sections, 
the Experimentals Farms, the Marketing, the Production and the 
Science Services, all which operate at farms, laboratories and 
offices throughout the country. The Department is also responsible 
for the administration of the Race-Track Betting Act and regula- 
tions, the Agricultural Prices Support Act and other acts and 
regulations pertaining to agriculture. 


Types of Publications Available.—Bulletins and circulars that give 


¥ 


practical information on some specific phase of agriculture com- 
prise the great majority of the publications available. These deal 
in general with such matters as cultural practices, varieties of crop 
plants, production of livestock and poultry, control of insects and 
plant diseases, preparation of farm products for the table, and 
many other matters. In some cases bulletins present in more 
scientific terminology the results of experiment and research 
with problems relating to agriculture. Such bulletins are 
generally printed in small editions and are intended mainly for 
the use of other scientists working in the same field, for educa- 
tional institutions and libraries. Another type of publication is 
the progress report. These give an account of the experimental 
and research work carried on in the various units of the depart- 
ment. They are issued at irregular intervals and where they 
are shown in this list of Publications the latest available report 
is always listed. Still another class of publications is represented 
by the various Acts and Regulations that are administered by 
the department. Throughout the years, different series of publica- 
tions have been introduced and have in turn been replaced by 
others. Most of the bulletins listed herein carry a publication 
number which facilitates ordering. A few items belonging to 
former series are still shown, for example, Bul. 16, Pam. 144, 
or W.P.S. 42. These numbers will serve equally well to identify 
the items wanted. Some miscellaneous publications which do not 
properly fall into any of the above classifications also appear in 
the list.

The Deparimeni of Finance is concerned with the preparation, 
control and submission of estimates; the preparation of the annual 
Federal budget, which involves a report on revenues and expen- 
ditures of the proceeding fiscal year and a program of taxation and 
other financial measures designed to provide for the expenditures 
of the new fiscal year; the raising of loans and the general mana- 
gement of the public debt; the supervision of currency and coinage, 
and the operations of the Royal Canadian Mint; general supervision 
of credit policy through the Bank of Canada; the making of loans to 
Crown Corporations and agencies, farmers, foreign governments, 
etc.: and, in general, the supervision, control and direction of 
financial affairs and public accounts. 


The Auditor General is an officer of Parliament who examines 
and audits all revenues and expenditures of the Dominion and 


prepares an annual report on the audit of the country’s financial 
affairs. 


The Department of Insurance is responsible for the general 
supervision of insurance companies, loan and trust companies, small 
loan companies and money-lenders, registered or licensed under 
Dominion laws. It also administers the Civil Service Insurance 
Act and provides advice and assistance on actuarial problems arising 
in government departments. The Fire Prevention Branch, including 


the Office of the Dominion Fire Commissioner, is attached to this 
Department. 


The Royal Canadian Mini is responsible for the manufacture 
of all coins of the currency of Canada and for maintaining a supply 
at the banks. It also refines the gold produced in Canada and 
transfers it to the Bank of Canada. A certain amount is sold to 
manufacturers of jewellery and dental golds.

The Supreme and Exchequer Courts of Canada 


The Department of Justice provides legal services for the 
Government and the Departments of Government; superintends 
all matters connected with the administration of justice, not within 
the jurisdiction of the provinces; superintends the penitentiaries 
and prison system of Canada; has the regulation and conduct of all 
litigation for or against the Crown. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police aids in the prevention and 
detection of crime and the enforcement of the Federal Statutes 
of Canada. 


The Exchequer Court of Canada has exclusive jurisdiction in 
all cases in which demand is made or relief sought against the 
Crown or many of its officers, and jurisdiction to entertain claims 
made by the Crown in right of Canada. It has jurisdiction in 
patents, copyright and trade mark cases and also with respect to 
railway companies that are subject to the legislative authority of 
Parliament. 


The Supreme Court of Canada has appellate jurisdiction in civil 
and criminal cases throughout Canada. Appeals may be brought 
from the Provincial Courts, from the Exchequer Court and from 
the Board of Transport Commissioners. It also has jurisdiction 
in controversies between the Provinces and the Dominion. The 
Governor in Council may refer. matters to the Supreme Court for 
opinions.

The first five maps of the series are the result of ground magnetic 
surveys; the remainder are based on surveys made with an airborne 
magnetometer, and are referred to as aeromagnetic maps.

Amendments and Revisions of Specifications 


It is a fixed principle that specifications be kept up to date, 
and criticisms, together with suggestions for changes and improve- 
ments, are always welcome. When consideration of such submis- 
sions indicates that changes would enhance the value of any 
specification, suitable amendments or complete revisions are issued. 


Amendment sheets are printed on blue paper and bear the 
specification symbol, the amendment number, and the corresponding 
issue dates in the upper right-hand corner. 


A revision of a specification supersedes entirely the previous 
issue, including all amendments thereto, and is identified by the 
addition of a lower case letter to the specifications symbol. 


Provisional Specifications 


Provisional specifications are issued on an interim basis, at 
the request of Government agencies, to be used for immediate 
procurement purposes. They have not been approved by the CGSB, 
but serve as a basis for specifications which in due course will be 
promulgated. 


Charge for Specifications 


It will be noted from this List of Specifications that a small 
charge is made for copies of specifications. This charge does not, 
however, apply to Government agencies, public organizations, and 
educational institutions. 


Orders for specifications should be addressed to the Secretary, 
Canadian Government Specifications Board, National Research 
Council Ottawa. Do not order specifications from the Queen’s

This basic task involves many associated functions which include the 
sale of postage stamps and other articles of postage; the furnishing of 
information to the public respecting postage rates and other postal matters; 
the registration of letters and other articles of mail; the insuring of parcels; 
-the acceptance of C.O.D. articles for mail and dispatch; the sorting, making 
up and dispatching of ordinary and registered mail to other offices; the 
sorting and delivery of incoming mail of all kinds; the transaction of 
money-order and Post Office Savings Bank business.

The Department of Resources and Development was established 
in January 1950, and comprises sections of the former Departments 
of Mines and Resources and Reconstruction and Supply.

best interests of himself and the country 
at large; to present in readily accessible form 
reliable data upon which measures of protec- 
tive legislation may be based; to point out 
some of the pitfalls that have caught the 
inexperienced in the past, and to suggest 
methods for their future avoidance. 

This book deals with all kinds of birds 
known to occur in Canada. A few species 
of doubtful, or not too well authenticated, 
occurrence have been included to call attention 


to species about which more data are desirable.

by MARIUS BARBEAU 


MARIUS BARBEAU, distinguished Canadian 
ethnologist and folklorist, has made a special 
study of the Indians of the Northern Rockies 
and of the north Pacific Coast. On graduating 
in Anthropology from the University of 
Oxford (a Rhodes Scholar from Quebec) he 
commenced a lifetime of notable service in 
this field of research as a member of the staff 
of the National Museum of Canada.

The first volume deals with totem poles classified according to clans, emblems, and traditions 
of the Indians of the north Pacific Coast. Vital contacts with white sea traders and whalers from 
Asia awakened latent ambitions among the Mongolian-like populations of the coast. Their 
ancient Asiatic traditions were revived. Boldly appropriating for themselves the coats of arms 
of the Russian Imperial crown—the Double-headed Eagle—and of the North West Company and 
the Hudson’s Bay Company—the Beaver—, their leaders became known as chiefs of the Eagle 
and Beaver clans among the Tlingits, the Haidas, and the Tsimsyans. Their Indian followers 
soon devised for themselves distinctive crests—the Killer-Whale, the Grizzly Bear, the Wolf— 
and they all vied with one another in fantastic achievements which produced for the totem pole its 
distinctive claim to immortal fame.

Marius Barbeau describes the growth of heraldry on the north Pacific Coast; the painted 
house-front and doorway carvings, grave poles and memorial columns; and the carvers themselves 
and their technique. There is a fairly large section devoted to the conservation and restoration 
of totem poles, dealing with destruction and explaining why fallen totems are abandoned. yz The 
bibliography for the two volumes is contained in Volume II.

The Haida Indians, who ventured to 
imitate the Boston whalers by scrim- 
shawing walrus tusks and whale’s 
teeth for a pastime, soon surpassed 
their white masters in the art of carving.

The Department of the Secretary of State was constituted in 
its present form in 1873. The Secretary of State is the official 
spokesman of the Federal Government as well as the medium of 
communication between the Federal and Provincial Governments, 
all correspondence between the Governments being conducted 
through this Department with the Lieutenant-Governors. He is the 
custodian of the Great Seal of Canada and the Privy Seal of the 
Governor General as well as being the channel through which the 
general public may approach the Crown. 


The Secretary of State is the Registrar General of Canada, 
registering all proclamations, commissions, licences, warrants, writs 
and other instruments issued under the Great Seal and certain 
instruments issued under the Privy Seal. He is responsible for the 
collection and tabling of parliamentary returns. 


The Secretary of State also deals with the organization and 
administration of the Office of the Custodian of Enemy Property. 
The Civil Service Commission, the National Library, the Depart- 
ment of Public Printing and Stationery, the Public Archives, and 
the Chief Electoral Office are under the jurisdiction of the Secretary 
of State, but the Chairman of the Civil Service Commission, the 
Queen’s Printer, the Public Archivist and the Chief Electoral Officer 
each have the rank of a Deputy Minister. 

The Department of Secretary of State deals with correspondence 
concerning the Copyright Appeal Board, the Awards Co-ordination 
Committee, the Public Records Committee and the Inter-depart- 
mental Committee on the use of Parliament Hill.

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CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Civil Service Commission of Canada dates from the Civil Service 
Act of 1908. Under this Act the Commission was given the responsibility 
of applying, as far as possible, the principle of appointment by merit in 
filling permanent positions within departmental headquarters positions at 
Ottawa, termed the “inside service”’. 

The Civil Service Act of 1918 extended the competitive system of 
appointments to cover the “outside” as well as the “inside” service and 
temporary as well as permanent appointments. It made the Commission 
responsible for establishing a system of organization and classification 
that would secure uniformity in the staffing of the various departments 
and in the salaries paid for work of equal levels of difficulty and 
responsibility. 

The jurisdiction of the Commission now extends to all departments of 
the Government and to a large number of boards and commissions, exclusive, 
however, of Crown corporations or such agencies as the Bank of Canada, 
the National Film Board, the National Harbours Board and the National 
Research Council. 

The Civil Service Commission consists of three members, one of whom 
serves as Chairman. Each member of the Commission is appointed by the 
Governor in Council for a term of 10 years, and each has the rank and 
standing of a deputy head. The Commission has its headquarters office 
at Ottawa and district offices at St. John’s, N’f’ld., Halifax, N.S., Saint John, 
N.B., Montreal, Que., Toronto, Ont., Winnipeg, Man., Regina, Sask., Edmon- 
ton, Alta., and Vancouver, B.C.

The Department of Trade and Commerce although authorized 
by Act of Parliament on June 23, 1887, did not come into operation 
until Dec. 5, 1892, by Order in Council. Prior to its creation, 
assistance in the development of foreign trade was provided through 
the appointment of five Canadian Commercial Agents, serving on a 
part-time basis and responsible to the Minister of Finance. On 
Jan. 1, 1895, a Canadian Commercial Agent was appointed at 
Sydney, Australia, on a salary basis, and therefore became the first 
Canadian Government Trade Commissioner, in the present meaning 
of the term. 


The Canadian Commercial Agency Service was renamed the 
Canadian Trade Commissioner Service in 1907. Fifty-one offices 
were maintained in 41 countries at the beginning of 1952, the 
majority of which were operated jointly by the Departments of 
Trade and Commerce and of External Affairs. In such instances, 
trade commissioners are given diplomatic status and are known 
as Commercial Counsellors or Commercial Secretaries. 


The Department of Trade and Commerce was expanded in 
1945 to provide a wide range of additional services to Canadian 
businessmen, and now comprises the following branches and 
divisions: Canadian Trade Commissioner Service; Commodities 
Branch, consisting of an Export Division, Import Division, Export 
and Import Permit Division and a Transportation and Communica- 
tions Division; Agircultural Commodities Branch, Standards Branch; 
Capital Cost Allowance Division; Economics Division; Industrial 
Development Division; Information Division; International Trade 
Relations Division; Wheat and Grain Division; and the International] 
Economic and Technical Co-operation Division; Canadian Govern- 
ment Exhibition Commission. 


The following boards, bureaus, commissions and corporations are 
also responsible to the Minister of Trade and Commerce: National 
Research Council; Board of Grain Commissioners; Canadian Wheat 
Board; Dominion Bureau of Statistics; Export Credits Insurance

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics was set up by statute in 1918 as a 
central statistical department for Canada (8-9 Geo. V, c. 43). In 1948, 
this statute, which had been consolidated as the Statistics Act (R.S.C. 1927, 
c. 190), was repealed and replaced by the Statistics Act (11-12 Geo. VI, c. 45). 


The policy of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics is to compile, analyze 
and publish statistical information relative to the commercial, industrial. 
financial, social and general condition of the people and to conduct a census 
of population and agriculture of Canada at ten-year intervals. The Bureau 
reports to Parliament through the Minister of Trade and Commerce. 


Distribution of Publications.—The distribution, of Bureau publications is based 
on the policy of sales to the public at cost of paper and presswork only. 
The aim is to make the information as widely available as possible, and so 
costs of compilation are not included in the prices. At the same time a 
charge is made to avoid the danger of waste in free distribution. 


Classification of Publications and SubscriptionFor further purposes of 
economy and efficiency in distribution, Bureau publications, are divided into 
three groups as follows which may be obtained at special subscription rates: 


(a) All regular periodical reports.—$30.00 a year. 


(ob) All Memoranda (periodical reports of more limited interests)—

(c) All Reference Papers (reports or releases on results of special 
studies)—$15.00 a year.

marine, air, canals and railways. The work of the Marine Service 
includes aids to navigation, nautical services, marine agencies, 
steamship inspection and floating equipment and direct supervision 
over 300 public harbours; seven other harbours come under super- 
vision of the Department but are administered by Commissions. 
Air Services cover the operation of civil aviation, meteorological and 
telecommunication divisions. The latter includes the administration 
and regulation of radio marine and radio aeronautical aids to 
navigation and communication by wire and by the Government 
telegraph and telephone. Canal Services has juridiction over the 
canals and canalized waterways of Canada. These include the main 
or primary canals on the St. Lawrence River and Great Lakes 
and a number of subsidiary or secondary canals. 


The Minister of Transport is responsible to Parliament for the 
following boards and commissions: the Air Transport Board; Board 
of Transport Commissioners; Canadian Maritime Commission; 
Steamship Inspection Board; and the National Harbours Board. 
The Minister is also responsible to Parliament for the Canadian 
Overseas Telecommunications Corporation, a Crown company created 
by Act of Parliament to operate all external telecommunication 
assets in Canada.
